The Perſons em- 
1 0 in theſe Searches, ought to be Men of Probity, as well as Know- 
ledge; Religiouſly ſcrupulous in obtruding any Thing upon the World, un- 
der the Venerable Name of Antiquity, which has not an honeſt Title to 
that Character. Annius of Viterbo's ſcandalous Project of raiſing the Credit 
of that City, by ſome forg'd Inſcriptions (which he had caus'd to be hid in 
the Neighbouring Fields, and afterwards diſcover'd in a Boaſting Triumph) 
has been juſtly reſented and exploded by all true Lovers of Ancient Learn- 
ing: But the Inclinations of all Men are fo naturally bent upon doing Ho-

The moſt Antient that we meet with, are thoſe that are ſaid to have 
been granted by h Erhelbert, King of Rent, about the Year 605, and ſome of 
them have ſuch Marks of Forgery upon them, as would make a Man jealous 
of medling with any others of the like Kind. The Records of the very 
Church of Canterbury, to which theſe Grants are ſaid to have been made, 
aſſure us, that King Withered (who Reign'd almoſt a whole Century after

The Cheat may commonly be diſcoyer'd, ; 1 
by a ſtrict Enquiry after, and comparing of their Dates, and the Times of + 
ſuch Witneſſes ( Biſhops, Abbots, &c.) as are brought in to atteſt their 
Truth. Mr. Wharton b ſays, he could rarely obſerve one Saxon Charter, 
penn'd in their own Tongue, to have been counterfeited: And the Reaſon 4 
aſſigns, is, becauſe all the Forgery came in aiter the Conqueſt ; when the 

hungry Normans put the Monks and others, upon proving their Titles to 

their Lands and Houſes, or otherwiſe made bold to ſeize them into their 

own Hands. Now, what was written in the Saxon Tongue being generally 

lighted, it was neceſſary they ſhould produce their Grants in.

Dr. Ines, W x have the greater Cauſe to wait with Patience for rhe finiſhing of this 
'  Laborious Deſign, ſince the want is already (in a great meaſure) ſupply'd 
by the Learned Dr. In, Chanter of the Cathedral-Church of Lincoln, 
in his (2) Origines Anglicans ; which is intended, as the Title imports, for a 
Continuation of the Ecclefiaftical Hiſtory of this Kingdom from that Period 
of time, wherein Dr. Stillingficee concludes his Orig ines Britannicæ. He be- 
gins with the State of Religion in Great Britain, when (in the Fifth Century) 
Jo Nabe unfortunately call'd in the San; who were ſoon diſposd to re- 
ceive 8 a different Foot from that whereon it ſtood in the Bri. 
% Church. Having ſet the whole frame of Aaſtin the 'Monk's Miſſion in a 
proper Light, he proceeds to the forming of Exgliſß Dioceles ; the holding 
of National Synods, for the better Regulation of the Doctrine and Manners 
of the Clergy and Laity ; the Incorporation of the Civil and Eccleſiaſtical 
States; the Foundation and Opulent Endowment of Monaſteries; and the 
gradual Introduction of ſeveral Roman Corruptions in the Faith. Aſter 
theſe, we fee the like Incroachments in Matters of Diſcipline ; by obliging 
our Metropolitans to fetch their Palls, as Badges of their Vaſſalage, from the 
Popes , ſubjecting even our Kings themſelves to Papal Interdicts; fomenting 
of inveterate Piſſenſions betwixt the Regulars and Seculars ; and encouraging 
of Difloyal and Traiterous Pilgrimages. Throughout the whole Book, the

The Story of the ſettlement 
of the Order of St. Francis in England (being confirm'd by Haury the Third in 
in Angliam, is in (c) ſeveral of our Libraries. Mr. Pits (4) ſays he wrote 


alſo another Book De Ordinis impuznatione per Dominicanos : Which, I am a- 


fraid, is only a part of the former; for they had Battail given ſoon after 
their firſt Landing. Their Hiſtory afterwards is pretty well accounted for, 
by (4 Fran. a Sancta Clara; and we have a formal (,) Regiſter, of that Colony 
of them that was ſeated in London, with ſome Fragments of thoſe of other 
Places. The Records of the Univerſity of Oxford, with thoſe in the Neigh- 
| bourhood, have afforded us a diverting View of their frequent Bickerings with 
the Dominicans: in our publick Schools; which for an Age or two make up a 
good ſhare of the Annals of that Placdeee . 


TRE Carmelites have likewiſe had ſome few of. their Fraternity who have 
taken the pains to enquire into the Hiſtory of that Order: of whom William 
of Coventry (about the Year 1360.) wrote (g/ de Advent Carmeliteram in An- 

gliam. Bale quotes ſome of his Words; and Writes as if he had ſeen his 
Book. About a Hundred Years after this, Will. Green (a Cambridg-Man) col- 
lected out of the moſt of the Libraries in Exgland the noted Exploits of the 
great Men of this Order; which he afterwards publiſh'd under the Title of 
(h) Hagiologiam Carmelitarum. And laſtly, Robert Bale (a Carmelite Fryar at 
Norwich, and afterwards Prior of Burnham, where he dy'd, A. D. 1503.) 


vVrote (i) Annales Breves Ordinis ſai. Tis much that this Gentleman's 


nameſake, the famous Mr. Joby Bale, never penn'd any thing of this kind: 
For he was alſo a Carmelite of Norwich, and aſſures us (in the Account he 
gives of his own dear Self, in the Tail of his Writers) that-the Libraries of 
that Order were the chief Treaſury out of which he had his Riches. Perhaps 
he ( did Write ſome ſuch Thing: but did not afterwards thiok fit to own 
the Reſpects he had once had for 1 e Antichriſtian Locaſts, as he there moſt

SOM Writers we have that have behaved themſelves with tolerable in- 3, be 
differency in treating of theſe Matters, and have honeſtly enquir'd into the vniv:r- 
true Hilory of the gradual Advancement of Learning in this Kingdom; re- te. 
counting Whatever remain'd of the ancient State and Condition of it in either 

of our Univerſities: But the moſt of thoſe that pretend to write of both 
without Prejudice, are too manifeſtly byaſs'd in their Affections, and ſeldom 
fail of giving the Precedence to the place of their own reſpective Education. 
John Roſs (the Warwick Antiquary) has been already obſery'd to mix a dea! 
of this kind of r in that which he wrote of the Kings of England. 
And *tis certain he alſo deſign'd a particular Treatiſe of the Antiquities of our 
Univerſities. This very Treatiſe (tho' he acknowledges *twas an imperſt 
Copy that came to his hands) is frequently quoted by John Lelqnd; and yet

This Writer is obſerv'd to have had a 
Genius ſome what averſe to the Buſineſs he was. here engag'd in, being too 
much a Courtier to turn Antiquary : ſo that (having alſo a very imperſect 
ſtock of Materials) *twas no wonder that a great many Errors and Deſects 
were diſcover'd in his Book; that Dans Scotus (for Example) was tranſplant- 
ed hither from Merton, and Biſhop Tonſtal wholly overlook'd. The (4) Notitia © 
Academiæ Oxonienſis was the Work of the late Learned Mr. Fa/man ; who alſo 
began the Hiſtory of (his on College) Corpus Chriſti, but did not live to 
finiſh it for the Preſs. Above all, this famous Univerſity is chiefly indebted 
to the indefatigable pains of honeſt Anthony Wood ; whoſe induſtry, joyn'd _ 
with Camden's 455/98 and Judgment, would have made a compleat Eng- 
_ liſh Antiquary. His (e) Hiſtoria & Antiquitates Univerſitatis Oxonienſis gives 
abundantly more than the whole Tribe of the foremention'd Authors could © 
afford us; and, in two large Books, runs through every particular of her 
Story. In the former of theſe we have her Annals, from the eldeſt date of 
| © her Records, down. to the Year; 1648. wherein our ancient Britiſb Govern- - 
ment, Religion, Liberties, Laws and Learning, were all ſacrificed toge- 
ther. The Confuſions that enſued, and. inu'd for above eleven long 
' Years after King Charles's Martyrdom, made à Scene too Tragical; and 
therefore. our Hiflorian wiſely drop'd the Curtain before Ignorante had en- 
tirely uſurp'd the Schools, Blaſphemy the Pulpit, and Oliver the Throne. 
The later Book preſents us with an Account of the Foundations, Endow- 
ments,  &c. of the Publick Lectures, Library, Colleges and Halls; with a 
Liſt of their Benefactors, Governours and eminent Writers; To which is 
added a Catalogue of the Chancellors, Vice-Chancellors, Proctors, Stewards 
and Repreſentatives in Parliament. This Work was firſt penn'd in Engliſh; 
and tranſlated into Latin by ſeveral Perſons appointed by the Curators of 
the Preſs: So that the Style is not very uniform, and ſometimes the origi- 
nal Senſe a little miſtaken and perverted. Some inſtances: of theſe failures 
are given by a late (f) Learned Prelate of our Church; who is a little too

Cambridge, T H E Black Book at Cambridge makes as conſiderable a Figure there, as

pectations, very much contributing to their Miſcarriage. The moſt learn- 

ed Cantabrigian Antiquary that has yet appear'd was John Caius, Doctor 
of Phyſick, and Phyſician in Ordinary to Queen Mary; who ( was born 
at Norwich, and was the generous Founder of Cazzs College out of Gonvill- 
Hall. His two Books (#) De Antiquitate Cantabrigienſis Academiæ were writ- 
ten, in defence of the Cambriage-Orator, againſt Th. Ry. The former Edi- 
tion of them was under the feign'd Name of Londinenſis: But in the ſecond 
the Author himſelf thought it no diſparagement to own his Work. His 
firſt Attempt is to eſtabliſn the lately advanc'd Doctrine of his Mother's 

gfeat Age and Seniority; which he endeavours to do from the exemplify'd 

harters of King Arthur and King Cadwallader, together with thoſe of the 
Popes Hlunbrius and Sergius. This done, his next Buſineſs is to over- 
throw the pretended Antiquity of Oxford; which (in his ſecond Book) he 
diſpatches as effectually as he had done his former Argument. He ſeems to 
have intended a much larger Hiſtory of this Univerſity, than is here given 

us: For (ſpeaking (4) of the frequent Depopulations and Miſeries of the 
Town; during the Wars betwixt the Sarong and the Dares) he concludes, 
De quibus in libris noſtris de Hiſtoria C e Academiæ explicatius egimus.

Kennel's ſoremention'd Book, Dr. Hoy publiſh d his (a) 1 Engliſh Coun- 
cils and Convocat ions; which preſents a ſort. of Chronological View of our Par- „ 
lia ments, and the gradual Increaſe of our Corpus Juris in Matters Eccleſiaſtical e 
and Civil. The Account begins as high as the Fifth Century ; and ends with gn 
the Reign of Hepry the Seventh. Our Author pretends not to give any Deciſive 0 
Judgment in any one Point of the Controverſy them on Foot: Nor did either 
Side ever complain of his being Partial. He breaks off in the middle of his 
Work; but promiſes a continuation, if not prevented by the mort able Performance 
of the Reverend and very worthy Dr. Wake. The Doctor (now Biſhop of Lincoln) 
did happily prevent him; by his unanſwerable (6) State the Church and Clergy ß, 
of England in their Councils, Synods, Convocat ions, Conventions, and other pablick 
Aſſemblies, Hiſtorically deduced from the Converſion of the Saxons to the preſent Times. 
In this Finiſbed Work we have very full Diſcourſes on the Nature of the Par. 
liamentary Convent ions and Provincial Convocations of our Clergy ; ſhewing that 
theſe differ: (not only in the manner of their coming together, but lüswite) im 
their Rights, Powers and Privileges, after they are Aſſembled: That our Con-

It 
might have been reaſonably hoped that the unfortunate Diſpute would here 
have ended; and ſo it certainly had, if Truth could have prevail'd againſt In- 
tereſt : But the firſt Broachers of the Controverſy had not yet compaſs' d their 
Ends, and were therefore reſoly'd to raiſe new Objections as faſt as the old ones 
were anſwer'd; all Conviction or Demonſtration to the contrary, in any wiſe 
notwithſtanding. Hence came a Multiplication of Debates within doors, and of 
Printed Diſcourſes without; whereof 1 ſhall not trouble the Reader with any 
_ ether Account, than a bare recital of the little Narratives and other Pamphlets 
Which daily flew abroad. The Books and .TraQs already mention'd ſhall 
likewiſe bave their Titles repeated, under their reſpective Dates; as having 
afforded ſometimes a Pretence for publiſhing ſeveral of the following Compo- 
ſures.

This Richard ſeal'd with a Seal of two 
Lyons; becauſe the Conqueror (for England) bore two Lyons: But King 
Jobs (in the right of Aquitaine, the Dake whereof bore one Lyon) was the 
firſt that ſeal d with three; and all our | ſucceeding Kings have follow'd his 
Example. Edward the Third, in the thirteenth Vear of his Reign, Quarterd 
the Arms of France with his three Lyons ; and this Copy has been alſo care- 
fully written after by all his Succefſors. The ſame King, as Founder of the 
moſt Noble Order of Knights of the Garter, had his Arms ſometimes encir- 
cled with their Motto of Honi Soit, &c. that of Dien et Mon Droit having 
formerly been afſum'd by Richard the Firſt, © intimating that the Kings of 
England hold their es eg from God alone : But neither of thoſe ever ap- 
pear d on the broad Sea], before the days of Henry the Eighth. There is 
yet a greater Variety in the Titles of our Kings, than i in their Seals. William 
the Conqueror commonly Stiled ' himſelf Willielmus Rex, and ſometimes 

Willielmus Rex Anglorum. The like did William Rufus, "who ſometimes 

wrote alſo. 2 Dei Gratia Rex Ang lerne. Henry the Firſt uſed both 

likewiſe ; and ſo did King Stephen. Haß the Second omitted Dez Gratia, 
and wrote himſelf Henricus Rex Anglie, Dux Normannie G. Aquitanie & - 

Comes Angedavie. Richard the Firſt aſed the ſame Style with his Father. He 

was alſo King of. Cyprus and Jeruſalem; but never mention d either of thoſe. 
Titles. King John added Dominus Hibernie. Mr. Selden, 1 know, affirms, 
That Henry the Second himſelf uſed this Title, in purſuance of Pope Adri- 
an the Fourth's Bull for the Invaſion of that Kingdom, Es illius Terre Popu- 
lus Te recipiat, & ficut DOMINUM veseretur: But his own Quotation, 
out of the Annals of Jreland, ſeems to confute this Opinion; telling Us, 
that Johannts Filins Regis,  Dowinus Hibernis de dono Patris venit, &c. Hen- 
ry the Third (in the forty-fourth Year of his Reign) left off Dux. Norman- 
nie &.

In the Concluſion of this Chapter, I think, we ought to take ſome notice of N.

Treatiſe on Monarchy, of any of the Writers of his Party ; in the former part 
\. whereof he enquires into the Nature of Monarchy in general; and in the latter 
' conſiders the Frame and Conſtitution of that in this Kingdom. This Author 
| peremptorily aſſerts that the Sovereignty of Exgland is in the three Eſtates of 
King, Lords, and Commons; which Propoſition was condemn'd as Heterodox 
by the Univerſity of Oxford, in their Convocation, and the Book it ſelf 
publickly burn'd. In Anſwer to this, Sir Robert Filner publiſh'd his 4- 
' marchy of a limited and nix d Monarchy. Tis likely that Hunton had met with 
fome more early Antagoniſt z {fince, before the Appearance of Sir Robert's Book, 
be printed af Vindication of this Treatiſe of Monarchy. ' Another of the

Regni Anglia, 2 ab ingreſſu Gulielmi, 2% ad Annum Nonum Henrici Ter- 
ti edita ſunt; hoc eſt, ante Primum St atutum omnium Impreſſorum in Libris Ju- 
ridjcis. All theſe have been a good while ſcatter d and diſpers'd in our 
printed Books. We have a pretendedly exact Copy of the Conqueror's in 
their Original French Language, together with a Latin Tranſlation, firſt 
publiſhed by Mr. Seiden; and afterwards by * Sir Roger Imiſden and Sir H. 
Spelman * ; who only tranſcribd them from the former. The Old Chronicle 
of Litchfield (out of which Selden had one of his Copies) gives this Accoune 
of the firſt enacting of theſe Laws.

In this Chronicle, as likewiſe in the French Tranſcript, which Iagulpbur 
brought to Croyland in the laſt Year of that King's Reign, the Number of 
theſe Laws are Fifty; and they contain ſeveral Norman and Feudal Cuſtoms, 
which could not be borrow'd from any Conſtitutions purely Saxon. To 
theſe there are added one and twenty other Decrees, which (in the Red

This was well Noted by Gervaſe of Tilbury, who (in his Dialogue 
De Seaccario) gives this very Account of em: Quaſdam reprobavit, quaſdane 
autem approbans, illis Tranſmarinas Neuſtriæ Leges, que ad Regni pacem tuen- 
dam efficaciſſime videbantur, adjecit. Beſides theſe, Mr. Seiden has likewiſe 
collected ſome other ſcatter d Edidts of his out of our Exgliſb Hiſtorians, and 
publiſh'd them together in his Epizowis : A Treatiſe, wherein he has 
done the ſame thing for his fix immediate Succeſſors, in ſo many ſeveral Chap- 
ters, and was intended by its learned Author for a Supplementary Introduction 
to the Books of our Statute-Laws.

ches of em are now alter d or repeal'd, G. Sir Hen. Spelman h has alſo an 
Elaborate Diſcourſe upon this Famous Charter; which he is pleas d to call 
Auguſtiſſimum Libertatum Anglicarum . et ſacra Anchora. Some have 
imagin'd, that this, and the like Expreſſions on that Head, with ſome of the

9. and 19th 
Years of Edward the Second; the Statute-Roll of Henry the Third, Edward 
the Firſt and Second; a Parchment-Book of ſome Pleas in Parliament during 

the Reigns of the two firſt Edwards; and laſtly, a few Bundles of Petitions 
in the Parliaments of the Sixth Year of Edward the Firſt, and the four firſt 
Years of Edward the Third. He informs us likewiſe, that in the Clauſe, 
Patent, Charter and Fine, Rolls of King John, Henry the Third, Edward 
the Firſt and Second, he found ſome Writs of Summons ; together with ſe- 
veral ſhort Memorials of Acts and Ordinances, Aids, Subſidies, Diſmes and 
Quindiſmes, granted in the Parliaments of thoſe Reigns. The Rolls them- 
ſelves, whence theſe Abſtracts were taken, are now quite periſh'd and gone: 
Which he probably ſuppoſes to have happen d either through the negligence 
of thoſe that were W 1 with the keeping of the Records, or the Ini- 
quity of the Times, during the long continuance of our Civil Wars be- 
twixt the King and Barons, and (afterwards) between the two Houſes of Tork 
and Lancaſter.

The Author confeſſes that in this Work he amaſs'd together every 
thing that ſeem'd (never ſo remotely) to belong to any of thoſe Heads un- 
der which he had firſt rank d the whole of his Matter: So that, if there be 
ſome Repetitions and Tautologies, tis but what uſually happens in the prime 
Draughts of all Common: place- Books. His great great Age, when he came 
to lick theſe Papers over for the Preſs, would not admit of Nicety and Ex- 
actneſs; and he dy'd before they were publiſn d. In Will. Prynne sb Ani- 
mad verſions upon them, a great many Miſquotations of Records, G&c. 
are noted; and the learned Author is more ſeverely reflected on, than he 
ought to have been for a Poſthumous Work, wherein we know not what 
Injuſtice might be done him by the Publiſhers of his Orphan-Labours. As 
the Caſe now ſtands with this Book, perhaps our firſt Enquiries after the 
Hiſtory of the Laws of this Kingdom, ought to begin with the careful read- 
ing of Sir Mill. Dugdale's* Origines Juridiciales z; which we ſhall find ſo ac- 
curately penn'd, and with ſo good a mixture of Learning and Judgment, 
that 'twill almoſt do the Work alone. I cannot give a better View of 
this moſt Elaborate Treatiſe, than by telling the Reader, that it fully an- 
ſwers its Title-Page; giving as compleat a Hiſtory as 'twas poſlible for 
one Man to furniſh us with, of the Original of our Ezgliþ Laws, Courts 
of Juſtice, Forms of Tryal, Puniſhments in Caſes Criminal, Law-Wri- 
ters, Grants and Settlements *of Eſtates, Degree of Serjeant, Inns 
of Court and Chancery. Under all theſe Heads the Collections are 
many, and the Method exact: 80 that we have abundance 
without ſuperfluity; and all we can wiſh for, without the hazard of 
being cloy'd. In the concluſion theres a Chronology of the Lord Chancel- 
lors; and Keepers of the Great-Seal, Lord Treaſurers, Juſtices Itinerant, 
Juſtices of the King's-Bench' and Common-Pleas, Barons of the Exchequer, 
Maſters of the Rolls, King's Attorneys, Solicitors and Serjeants at Law : In 
which, if any thing have eſcaped the Search of ſo diligent and curious a 
Writer, the Tables are ſo order'd; that every Reader's additional Diſco- 
veries are quickly Marſhall'd and Tribed under their proper Columns. Out 
of theſe (and V. Raſtal's Table of Years) were ſtoln the “ Chronica Juridi- 
cialia ; being a Chronological Table of the Chancellors, Cc. from the Con- 
queſt to the firſt Year of King James the Second: With a Catalogue of ſuch 
Archbiſhops and Biſhops as were, in all that time, entruſted with the chief 
Places of Honour and Eminence in the State. Sir William brings large © 
Quotations out of Sir Henry Spelman s MS. Hiſtory of the Original of the 
four yearly Terms at Meſtainſter; which he calls an Ample and Judicions 
Diſcourſe. That Treatiſe is now correctly Printed, and appears to have 
very well deſerv'd the Character there given it; demonſtrating, with a 
great deal of ſolid Learning, that theſe ſtated Seaſons of Judicature are o . w- 
ing to the Canon-Law. Nor ought this to be lookd on as a Novel Do- 
ctrine by any of the Sages of our Law; ſince they know very well, chat

| Stathome, Fitzherbert and Brook, out moſt learned men of the Law (particular- 
ly Mr. Juſtice ! Sanford) ſtill complain'd:that this Subject was left in confuſion, 
and therefore he reſolv'd to attempt ſomewhat towards the finiſhing of ſo uſe- 
ful, though hitherto imperfect a Work: which he, has ſo happily. effected, 
that his Book does (to this day) very deſervedly bear a great and honourable 
Eſteem. In the former Natura Breuium, we had onely the Forms of - ſeveral 
Writs, under ſuch proper Heads as the Author was pleas d to Tribe them, and 
in ſuch an Order as was not always agreeable; whereas here we have every 
particular Branch of the Matter it ſelf laid open, all manner of Original Writs 
Diſſected and Anatomiz'd, their ſound and weak Parts diſcover d, ec.

There's a double Court here, as well as in Chancery. All judicial Proceedings 
according to Law, are coram Baronibus : But the Court of Equity is coram The- 
ſaurario, Cancellario & Baronibus. The latter had only its beginning in the firſt 
year of Philip and Mary: But the former is of a very antient Date. The King's 
three Courts (ſays a celebrated Writer) were originally in one, the Court of 
Lords; who deputed Judges on ſeveral. Occaſions: And, becauſe that which 6 
concern d the publick Treaſure, was of more regard than the other, the Depu- 
tation thereof was probably committed to ſome of their own Members, who in 
thoſe days were Barons of the Realm, and afterwards retain d the Title, but 
not the Degree. The more probable account is, That the whole Uſage 4 of this 
Court was brought from Normandy, where the Faſhion was to call all ſorts of 
Judges Barons.

ſtoms and other new erected Parliamentary Revenues. The Remembrancer of 
the firſt Fruits and Tenths is an Officer alſo within the Rule ana Survey of 
the Exchequer; though his Office has, for many years paſt, _ kept in Hat- 
ton-Garden. . He takes Compoſitions for all thoſe Payments, and makes Pro- 
. "ceſs againſt ſuch as neglect them. The Valuation of the Charch-Dignities and 
Benefices in England was firſt taken in the twentieth, year of Edward the firſt. 
And there are * ſeveral Manuſcript Copies extant of the Returns made. by the 
Commiſſioners appointed for that purpoſe.

Q, E Tur laſt Years of Henry the Eighth brought greater Corruptions in the 
Money than could be remov'd in the Two following Reigns. Q. Mary, we 
ſee, went no farther in the redreſſing of this Grievance than her Brother had 
Þ gone before her: But Q. Elizabeth happily finiſh'd the Work; inſomuch 
that Moneta ad ſuum valorem reducta is very deſervedly amongſt the Excomia 
3 on her Tomb at Weſtminſter, and an Act of Parliament very early witneſs d 
for her, that by her great Goodneſs new Monies or Coins were reduced to as much 
| Fineneſs as ever bad been in any Time of her Noble Progenitors. Her firſt Buſi- 
neſs was to a mark all the baſe Pieces with either a Greyhound, Portcluſe, Lion, 
Harp, Roſe or Flower de Lis ; and ſoon after follow'd her crying down the 
fineſt Teftons from Six-pence to Four-pence Halt-penny, thoſe of a ſecond 
Kate to Two-pence, and the reſt to nothing. This was done in the latter 
End of her Second Year : But (9, unconſtant are the beſt directed humane 
Politicks) the very t next Year following the Majority of her Council affect- 
ed and adviſed a freſh Abaſement of the Coin. This was vehemently op- 
pos'd by the wiſe and honeſt Treaſurer Burleigh, then Secretary of State; 
who would never give way to any ſuch Reſolution in his Time. Hereupon, 
a Proclamation * introduced the Currency of new Six-pences, Groats, Three- 
Fo pences, Two-pences, Pence, Penny-half-pennies, and Half-penny-farthings, 
bs all of pure Silver; the firſt of theſe being of that beautiful Coin which was 
k continu'd for ſeveral Years after, and whereof we have a fair Draught in 
Speed's Hiſtory. Afterwards we have , Shillings (and other larger Pieces) 
of the ſame Fineneſs z among which the Portcluſe-Shilling is perhaps the 
moſt rare and remarkable. It bears the Queen's Arms crown d, as likewiſe the 
two Initial Letters of her Name and Title (E. R.) with EIzabeth.
